Romantic Art

T NEW HAVEN Wednesday, Walter E. Dis- 


■ ney, No. 1 friend of the little folk of Ameri­ 


ca. marched across the stage du ring the com­ 
mencement exercises at Yale u niv ersity and heard 


intoned these words: 
"He has produ ced all the elements of a great 
romantic art—the b eau tifu l, 
the 
fantastic, 
the 
grotesqu e—all comb ining an Irresistib le and in­ 


effab le charm.” 
It is not Mickey Mou se of which we are think­ 
ing, b u t of Snow White. This might b e a v ery 
dreary world withou t Mickey Mou se—mu ch more 
dreary than it is. Bu t the tru e Disney geniu s ap­ 
peared in Snow White, and strangely that b eau ­ 
tifu l screen produ ction appeals as strongly to the 
old and to the matu re as it did to the you ng, Mr. 
Disney has dev eloped a romantic art and the 
world is the richer for it. May he wear the 
honor which a distingu ished American u niv ersity 
has conferr€ “d u pon him with the realization it 
is well deserv ed. A cramped b oyhood, if reports 
are tru e, limited Walt Disney’s edu cational op­ 
portu nities, He fou nd it impossib le to finish high 
school b u t there is no more fertile and imagina­ 
tiv e mind in America today. 


A Million Bu cks 


OR those who like the thu d of fists u pon flesh 
and the crimson of b lood that pageant which 
drew a million dollar gate 
Wednesday 
night 
may hav e b een worth it. 
It took place in a city b edev iled at this time 
v /ith u nemployment, perplexed as to what to do 
with thou sands walking the streets in search of 
work, deep in the du mps in high places and low 
ov er the b u siness ou tlook. Bu t there is money 
when something comes along which apparently 
people want—plenty of money. Fu lly as su rpris­ 
ing is the shocking reflection that here in this 
cou ntry a crowd of 80,000 people will pay in ex­ 
cess of a million dollars to see a man or two men 
b atter each other arou nd a ring. 
There is no particu lar occasion to get heated 
u p ov er a prize fight. They hav e b een staged in 
this cou ntry for years and can cou nt u pon a cer­ 
tain popu larity. Bu t the contrast of a dispirited 
city in w’hich people are destitu te and at their 
wit's end forking ov er a million dollars su pplies 
a sordid, shcKking, and disillu sioning cross section 
of American life. 


Ab u siv e Freedom 


T IS a nice qu estion raised b y the su it insti­ 
gated b y the gov ernment to prev ent pu b lication 
ci a series of articles repu ted to present the in­ 
side story of the indictment of an alleged Ger­ 
man espionage syndicate. The au thor of the arti­ 
cle, according to the news colu mns, is a G-man. 
By way of defense to the su it b rou ght b y the 
gov ernment the newspaper pu b lisher contracted 
for the articles claims an infringement u pon the 
freedom of th# press. 
Already there is a délicat# international situ a­ 
tion arising ou t of the action o4 the grand ju ry 
in Indicting representativ es of a foreign gov ern­ 
ment on the grou nds of spy activ ities. It wou ld 
seem that pu b lication of material in adv ance of 
the actu al trial of the accu sed, detailing at great 
length the resu lt of inv estigations, wou ld add fu el 
to the flames, if not preju dice the case. There are 
limitations u pon a free pi-ess, particu larly when in 
the exercise of its priv ileges the press may com­ 
plicate or aggrav ate foreign relations. Some of 
those limitations are recognized freely. If there is 
another case Inv olv ing the same issu e raised in 
this one, it has not receiv ed general attention. In 
the exercise of its freedom a newspaper hardly 
shou ld expect to pu rsu e a policy inju riou s to the 
general welfare. 


3-day adv ance of stock prices is that the gov ern­ 
ment has taken a hand in order to facilitate re­ 
cov ery. The most elab orate fab rication pu t forth 
got so far as to say tax rev enu es were b eing em­ 
ployed on the pu rchasing side of the market. It 
ou ght not to b e difficu lt to spike stories of this 
kind, in the ab sence of specific law and specific 
appropriation the u se of tax fu nds to b u y stocks 
wou ld make a nasty mess, inv olv ing malfeasance 
in office. Notwithstanding that little detail those 
who tell it, tell it with a straight face, apparently 
hoping for su ckers, and they giv e it plerity of 
garnishing. 
The stock market in the ab sence of a general 
collapse, with attending well-known symptoms, 
had only one direction to go. And that was u p. 
It cou ld hav e continu ed to drift, perhaps to sag 
a little, b u t the slashing of more than 20 b illions 
of v alu es from the secu rity redu ced their lev els 
so greatly there w’as not mu ch left for fu rther 
decline. 
The more enlightened b u siness leaders of this 
cou ntry, and wdth few exceptions those cau s­ 
tically critical of the administration, join in pro­ 
claiming the opinion improv ed b u siness condi­ 
tions are ahead. Henry Ford, for one, sharply dis­ 
agreeing with the president and his policy, nev er­ 
theless is conv inced that b etter b u siness can b e 
expected. That does not mean people shou ld ru sh 
into the stock market to make a killing. People 
shou ld stay ou t of the stock m arket u nless they 
are acqu iring stocks for the pu rpose of inv est­ 
ment. It W’as the wild orgy of specu lation ov er a 
sev en year period in the twenties which stripped 
thou sands of men and women of their sav ings and 
left them flat b roke. Any sinr.ilar specu lativ e fev ­ 
er cou ld end in no other way. 
Bu t the cou ntry is ripe for improv ement. There 
nev er has b een more idle money than there is in 
existence now. There nev er has b een more needs 
oi a su b stantial character than exist now. Some 
day these two facts are going to meet u p and 
when they do American b u siness can look ahead 
to an exceedingly improv ed situ ation. 
The u pward su rge of stocks in these recent days 
reflects a deep-seated feeling that some of the 
pessimistic men in this cou ntry b ecame too pessi­ 
mistic and ov ersold themselv es. It rev eals a b elief 
that some of the imposing difficu lties seen a few 
months b ack were more imaginativ e than real— 
a mental hazard which u nder the press and the 
anxiety of the times cou ld take on terrifying as­ 
pects. Su ccessiv ely there was destroyed the spect­ 
er of inflation, the ghost of a dictatorship b eing 
su b stitu ted for a democratic form of gov ern­ 
ment, and finally for the scare-crow that the in­ 
div idu al was to b e stripped of his lib erties. 
Gradu ally those fears, failing to come tru e, dis­ 
sipated themselv es u ntil people wonder why they 
paid so mu ch attention to them. 
In spite of an imposing deb t, of increased taxa­ 
tion, and of the continu ing prob lem of u nemploy­ 
ment, this is still a nation of 130 millions of peo­ 
ple; a nation of marv elou sly rich resou rces; a na­ 
tion possessed of a splendid indu strial plan; a na­ 
tion b lessed with an agricu ltu re which has no 
equ al in any part of the world; a nation with 
with many tastes and with the capacity to satis­ 
fy those tastes. All of those facts are tru e, and 
b eing tru e they mean that at some time b u siness 
will gain heav y momentu m. 
The stock m arket is an index, a reliab le b arom­ 
eter, disclosing that people hav e taken fresh hope 
and are looking ahead. Stocks are u p b ecau se peo­ 
ple want them.

Bab y elephants are somewhat 
more expensiv e b u t ev en so $80 across the cou n- 
tei will get one of them far anyone who hag the 
yen. Kangaroos are v ery reasonab le. Approximate­ 
ly $25 is all one mu st lay on the line to pu rchase 
one of the Au stralian ju mpers. Most remarkab le 
of all, howev er, is the fact that the b ottom has 
dropped ou t of the market on dromedarie#. They 
ar# practically b eing giv en away at a rate of $3 
each. This is explained b y the fact that when the 
Paris Exposition closed the North African ex­ 
hib its du mped dromedaries on the market in fan­ 
tastic qu antities. 
The only point to all this, if any, is that it is 
lu cky this situ ation exists in France and not in 
the United States. Frenchmen, for all their tem­ 
perament, are inclined to b e relativ ely rational in 
matters of this sort. Bu t it is a safe assu mption 
that if one cou ld walk into an American store and 
b u y a dromedary for $3 or a kangaroo for $23 
life wou ld 
b ecome 
pretty 
complicated.

kangaroo ensconced in the easy chair. The little 
lady wou ld u ndou b tedly b u b b le ov er w’ith delight 
as she explained how she won “the darling thing” 
as a b ridge prize and domestic peace and happi­ 
ness wou ld flit speedily ou t the window.

WAGES AND HOURS 
Lincoln, Neb . 
To the editor of The Lincoln 
Star: Senator Walsh (dom.. Mass.) 
is qu oted in the Ju ne 17 new.s- 
papcrs as saying that the child 
lab or prov isions of the wages and 
hou rs act are almost a.s compre­ 
hensiv e as the child lab or b an 
sou ght in a constitu tional amend­ 
ment. 
We can only say, as someone 
has said b efore u s, “God protect 
u s from ou r friends; we can take 
care of ou r enemies ou rselv es.” 
Senator Walsh is either no tru e 
friend to children or he needs to 
inform himself more fu lly con­ 
cerning this new legislation. 
The child lab or prov isions of 
the new law do set some excellent 
standards and contain some sou nd 
prov isions for administration and 
enforcement and are an adv ance 
towards eliminating child lab or, 
b u t it will tou ch only a minor pro­ 
portion of the children now at 
work in this cou ntry b ecau se it 
applies only lo indu stries which 
ship their g(x>ds in interstate com­ 
merce. 
It prohib its the shipment in in­ 
terstate commerce of goods made 
in estab lishments in which child 
lab or has b een employed within 
thirty days prior to the shipment 
of goods. Ev en to a lay person 
qu ite willing to admit a consider­ 
ab le lack of knowledge concerning 
law making, this thirty day pro­ 
v ision seems tq hav e left a Irxip- 
hole b ig enou gh for an elephant to 
walk throu gh. It seems to me that 
manu factu rers can easily ev ade 
the law b y u .sing child lab or and 
holding the manu factu red goods 
for thirty-one days, closing (iown 
the factory in the meantime for 
that period, after which shipments 
cou ld b e legally made. They cou ld 
then start in b lithely again u sing 
child lab or u ntil another su pply of 
goods had b een manu factu red. 
The Children’s Bu reau has b een 
made 
responsib le for enforcing 
these child lab or prov isions and is 
au thorized to cooperate with .state 
and local officers concerned with 
the administration of child lab or 
laws.
